Lawrence Melton Cited 
for Heroic Deeds In 
the World War 


Washington, 
I). 
C., 
Jan. 
12.— 
citation for gallantry in action during 
the world war was issued by the war 
department Saturday to Lawrence ii. 
Melton, now connected with the Dallas 
Dispatch, when be was sergeant O’’ 
Company L, 142d Infantry, Thirty- 
Sixth Division. 
The act for which 
Melton is now cited occurred at St. 
Etienne-Sur-Ame, Franco. Oct. 8, 1018. 
and the award reads as follows: 
“Assuming command when his pla­ 
toon commander was wounded. Ser­ 
geant Melton, although himself badly 
gassed, reorganized the platoon amid 
heavy enemy machine-gun fire that 
was inflicting serious casualties, and 
so directed his fire that the enemy 
machine gunners were killed. 
With 
the remaining members of his platoon. 
Sergeant Melton flanked the enemy 
and captured fifty-six prisoners, there­ 
by displaying unusual courage and an 
ability to assume authority in an 
emergency. 
He remained on duty 
until ordered to tin* rear by his com­ 
pany commander for medical attention 
several hours later.” 
Melton resided at Decatur when he 
entered the army.

The man 
on the farm is engaged in raising the 
things that feed and clothe the man 
in the city, and it is on tins production 
and trade that our towns and cities 
have been built and values multiplied 
iii the populous centers. To my mind 
we do the men who live on the farms 
and ranches a gross injustice when 
we expect them to produce our annual 
billion-dollar harvest and we continue 
a system which handicaps them in 
their efforts to educate their children 
and educational opportunity equal to 
that existing in the cities and towns. 
it is an in justic e to our ' hole society 
and social system. 
One may contend 
that theoretically tin* law draws no 
distinction between a rural school dis­ 
trict and a city district and theoreti­ 
cally that may lie true. 
I have no 
disposition to debate the question, but 
we all know that with the higher 
values in city districts and the con­ 
sequent better opportunities for r a i s ­ 
ing funds a great inequality exists 
between educational facilities in cities 
and towns and those existing iii rural 
communities 
This is a policy which, 
instead of encouraging rural life by 
making it more attractive, tends lr 
discourage people from remaining ii. 
the rural life of tills state. 
Aal long as we continue the presell! 
system of school finance, Austin and 
other cities aud towns will have good 
schools, but children living in the out- I 
lying districts will have educational : 
opportunities inferior to what should j 
be made available (*> them.
